An “open road” policy for the 
sale of apples to county canning 
houses was adopted a t

meeting of the Adams county fruit 
growers’ association Thursday even­

had conferred for more than three 
hours 
Wednesday 
evening 
with 
three of the largest apple canners in 
the county. 
Decision in the m atter was reach­ 
ed at the second special meeting of 
the 
fruitm en’s 
association 
this 
week 
as the 
harvest 
of 
Adams 
county's 
1936 
crop 
of 
apples, 
roughly estim ated a t about 2,500,- 
000 bushels, swings into full stride. 
The importance of some working 
agreement between 
canners 
and 
growers with regard to m arketing 
problems, especially on the question 
of 
inspection 
of 
the 
fruit 
by 
state-federal men, became appar­ 
ent Thursday evening when figures 
were given showing th a t well over 
a million bushels 
of 
apples 
are 
used by county canning establish­ 
m ents each year. 
Conference Held

F. E. Nounnan. secretary of the 
I national doughnut month commit­ 
tee, told representatives of 200 bak­ 
ery organizations that thirty dough­ 
nuts per capita were consumed in 
this country last year as compared 
' with twenty-five in 1929, the previ­ 
ous peak year. 
He explained Octo­ 
ber was chosen for doughnut month 
because it has two “O s.” 
"What B's have don* for oysters,’’ 
he Naid, “O's should do for dough­ 
nuts.” 


Roosevelt Says 
Growing Incomes 
Will Meet Budget 


Forbes Field. Pittsburgh, Oct. 2 
(AP). — President Roosevelt stood 
under brilliant floodlights in Forbes 
field here Thursday night and told 
an audience of thousands that if 
national income continued to rise as 
it has been rising, the government's 
annual budget could be balanced 
“within a year or two” without ad­ 
ditional taxes. 
He dwelt at length on the national 
debt in the second major address in 
his campaign for re-election and as­ 
sured his listeners in the jammed 
ball park of the Pittsburgh Pirates 
that the deficit was not going to be 
met by “oppressive taxes on future 
generations.” 
Back in 1933, the President said, 
national income and government 
revenues were spiraling downward 
and the government had to care for 
a growing army of destitute and un­ 
employed. 
Decided on Action 
Leveling off at his republican op­ 
position, he said he cast aside a “do- 
nothing or a wait-and-see policy” 
and "reversed the policy of the pre­ 
vious administration.” 
It cost money, he said, but the peo­ 
ple knew in 1933 th at it would. 
“I had promised,” he said, “and 
my administration was determined, 
to keep the people of the United 
States from starvation.” 
In combatting the depression he 
said the administration had boosted 
the public debt $8,000,000,000. 
Some people, he added, “will tell 
you that the increase in the n a­ 
tional debt is thirteen billions in­ 
stead of eight.” 
Points to the Error 
Then, in a remark which was 
generally believed to have indirect­ 
ly referred to Col. Frank Knox, re­ 
publican vice-presidential candidate, 
he added that the thirteen billion 
computation 
is 
“technically 
and 
morally just as correct as telling you 
good people here in Pennsylvania 
that none of your bank deposits 
or insurance policies was sound.” 
A half-mile away, Knox had Just 
concluded another assault on the 
new deal. 
It was Knox who in Allentown, 
September 5 declared no insurance 
policy was secure nor bank deposits 
safe under new deal monetary poli­ 
cies. 
The President was greeted by 
thousands 
along 
the 
three-mile 
route from the depot to the baseball 
park. In downtown Pittsburgh the 
crowds were packed almost to the 
middle of the streets and motorcycle 
police had difficulty moving them 
back. 
Huge Electric Sign 
A huge electric sign with a pic­ 
ture of Roosevelt and the words 
"the man who saved America” swung 
high over the procession as it neared 
the field. 
A great cheer went up from the 
throng crammed into the park and 
out on the diamond as Mr. Roosevelt 
rode onto the infield and took his 
place on the flag-covered rostrum. 
Applause and cheers greeted the 
President’s remarks from the very 
outset when he compared the ad­ 
ministration with a baseball team 
and said the present-day boxscore I 
showed the new “management" voted i 
into office In 1932 was “winning” the j 
game. 


Smith to Support 
bandon, He Says 
In New York Talk 


Scott and Guthrie 
Win Race to Africa 


Victory 
in 
Johannesburg 
Flight 
Overshadowed by Two 
Deaths. 


New York, Oct. 2 (AP),—-Alfred 
E Smith closed his address in Car­ 
negie hall Thursday night with an 
appeal for the election of Alf M. 
I andon. of Kansas, as President of 
the United States. 
Speaking before the anti-Roose­ 
velt National Coalition of American 
Woman in 
Carnegie hall, 
Smith 
said “I firmly believe the remedy 
for our ills is the election of Gov­ 
ernor Alf M. Landon.” 
Landon, Smith said, could be re­ 
lied upon to preserve the funda­ 
mental principles of American” and 
to “keep his promises.” 
As Smith shouted out Landon’s 
name a great burst of noise drown­ 
ed out the conclusion of his sen­ 
tence. There was a disturbance in 
the audience, and an unidentified 
man was pushed out by the police, 
“I am an American before I am 
a democrat, a republican or any- 
tiling else,” Smith had said before 
he urged Governor Landon’s elec­ 
tion. 
“How,” Smith cried out, “can I 
be asked to defend a failure?” 
Attacks Roosevelt’s Aids 
He struck out sharply against 
members of the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration, saying they were not dem­ 
ocrats, and 
disclaim 
any feeling 
of pique in his feeling toward Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt. 
The present administration, he 
said, had loosed a “smear” squad in 
the democratic national committee 
to attack as “economic 
royalists, 
tories and reactionaries” those who 
did not subscribe “one hundred per 
cent to the New Deal.” 
At times the former New York 
governor, himself democratic pres­ 
idential condidate in 1928, showed 
emotion at the reception of the 
crowd. 
At one point when he at­ 
tacked Mr. Roosevelt for asserted 
failure to 
make use 
of the best 
available advice, a storm of hisses 
; and boos rose from the audience. 
A 
heckler attempted 
to interpose 
a 
question which was lost in the din 
and Smith sharply silenced him. 
Advice Not Asked, He Says 
Smith, the “happy warrior” of 
the 1928 campaign, said it had been 
argued that 
he was against 
Mr. 
Roosevelt because he was not ap­ 
pointed to a place in the cabinet. 
“T hat’s silly,” said the former 
governor,

T. M’Fadden Dies 
Of Heart Attack 


Former Congressman From “Shoe­ 
string” District of Pennsylvania 
Expires in New York City. 


Towanda. Pa., Oct. 2 (AP).—Louis 
T. 
McFadden, 
former republican 
representative in congress who twice 
tried 
unsuccessfully 
to 
impeach 
President 
Herbert 
Hoover, 
died 
Thursday night from a heart attack 
in a New York city hospital. 
McFadden had been ill for the past 
IO days from intestinal grippe, but 
had shown improvment. 
He went 
Wednesday to the Ruptured and 
Crippled hospital, New York city, 
accompanied by his wife and son, 
Theodore, making the trip by auto­ 
mobile. 
He suffered a heart attack Thurs­ 
day and died shortly afterwards. 
McFadden, a republican, and au­ 


thor of the McFaddan banking act, 
represented the 15th or “Horseshoe” 
congressional district of Northeast­ 
ern Pennsylvania in the national 
house of representatives from 1914 
until 1934, when he was defeated for 
re-election. 
He sought to make a political 
comeback this year but was defeat­ 
ed at the primaries for the republi­ 
can nomination for the seat in con­ 
gress he held for 20 years. 
McFadden, however, won the pro­ 
hibition party nomination but did 
not make an active campaign.
